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A QUANDARY , 

The School Committee, last week, sat down to 
ponder a quandary — one that is recurring in 
many towns, but which our School Committee 
wants to selve in the best possible way. 

The problem is this: 

They are led to believe that the off-Glen 
Road School may not be ready for the opening 
date in September. The contractor lost quite a 
bit of time this spring, because of poor wea- 
ther, and it appears that the earliest the 
school can be ready will be late in October. 

And, being mindful of the fact that such 
things as shortages and strikes occur, the 
gentlemen of the School Committee are not being 
optimistic. Maybe, they are thinking, the 
school might possibly be not ready uritil some 
time later —- say December. 

The public schools will need 106 classrooms 
the first of September, which will be the total 
available if the off-Glen Road school is fi- 
nished. 

If the school is not ready the schools will 
be 12 classrooms short. 

And the problem is, very simply - shall the 
Wilmington Public Schools have Half Sessions 
for a few months for 24 classes, say in the 
elementary classes, or shall the schools delay 
the starting of the 12 first grades which are 
expected in September. 

The committee is reluctant to put children 
who have already had several years of study in- 
to Half Sessions. At very best they are robbed 
of 20% of their time and opportunity. 

The alternative is to delay starting the 
first grade for a couple of months. This may 
sound simple - but it isn't. 

The time will have to be made up, and this 
make-up time will mean (1) the loss of part of 
next summer's vacation, or (2) the loss of 
other time off during the year — say several 
of the lesser vacations, plus studies on Satur- 
days. 

Which way would you vote, if you were on 
the school committee - in case you had to vote 
on such a question? 


RED TAPE SNARL? 

We suggest that the Town of Wilmington and 
our School Department was the victim of an un- 
expected foul shot, on May 6th., when Dr. Owen 
B. Kiernan, of the Massachusetts Department of 
Education ( or someone acting in his name ) re- 
leased a statement that the Mildred H. Rogers 
School at Silver Lake was "sub-standard", mean- 
ing thet it was a fire hazard, among other 
things. 

Five years ago our then Superintendent of 
Schools, Clifford J. Good did list the Portable 
School, adjacent to the Mildred H. Rogers as 
being sub-standard. He also so listed the Maple 
Meadow School of no fond memory+—Both sehools 
have since been converted to other uses. 

Our Mildred H. Rogers School is not sub- 
standard. We have four schools built of wood in 
Wilmington, and the Rogers Schoot is the most 
modern and safest of these four. Our only cri- 


ticism of this school is that the wi 
too high for the children.

WILMINGTON AND AVCO 

Today, in a formal sense the impact of Avco 
on Wilmington, and New England is coming to «& 
fruition. But in a greater sense the impact of 
Aveo has long since been felt, in regions far 
removed from our granite hills. 

Many things and many people are involved, 
and the story is one of typical, responsive 
democracy the modern American capitalistic 
type of democracy. 

The Aveo Research & Development Center being 
cedicated today is a product of our times, and 
in the larger sense, of our people. 

The original idea probably stems from a man 
who is anathema to the Russian way of thinking 
in today's world, - a capitalistic son of a 
capitalist. Victor Emanuel, Chairman of the 
Board of Aveo is the man who first had the 
concept of a modern laboratory dedicated to 
Research, with emphasis on the Space Age. This 
it should be noted, was before the age of Sput- 
nik I, before the bleep bleep of that satellite 
impinged itself on the imagination of the world 

Emanuel gathered a group of scientists to- 
gether, back in 1954, ‘to discuss the idea. From 
that idea was born the concept, backed with 
hard case, that research in the most modern of 
all things conld be made a paying enterprise. 

The men Emanuel gathered into his group are 
a veritable list of Who's Who in the Scientific 
World of today - Dr. Arthur Kantrowit7, physi- 
cist of Cornell University, who first proposed 
simulating in a laboratory the conditions which 
a ballistic missile would encounter in flight - 
Dr. Jack A Kyger, nuclear physicist formerly 
associated with Vice Admiral Ilymen Rickover, in 
the planning of nuclear submarines, Dr. Charles 
J. Burton, Dr. Jack Silvers, and others who may 
be described as living in a world of their own, 
compared to the average man. 

These are the men who are making the impact 
of Aveo felt, today - who have demonstrated the 
faith of the Chairman of the Board, - who are 
demonstrating that even [Research ean pay divi- 
dends. 

The Avco Research & Advanced Development Di- 
vision was activated, back in 1955, in Strat- 
ford, Connecticut. Immediately there started a 
search for the best possible site for what 
these men were envisioning - an ideal physical 
laboratory. 

That search led towards Metropolitan Boston, 
because of the unparalleled educational faecil- 
ities of the area. The search eventually led to 
Wilmington, and that in itself is a story worth 
relating. 


Wilmington, some ten years ago, was one of 
the smaller bedroom towns of Boston - a town 
that was feeling adversely the effect of the 
post-war mushrooming of population. 

Because of its geography Tt apparantly had 
little to offer. It was not one of those fortu- 
nate towns which were on the "Golden Circle" of 
Route 128. It had no major highways. Industrial 
ly it left much to the imagination. It was 
close enough to Lawrence and Lowell to suffer 
from the economic stagnation of those two cit- 
ies. 

In effect Wilmington was_an ugly duckling, 
bursting with population growth and threatened 
with an ever growing tax rate. 

Deliberately this town decided on a new face 
for itself - a new way of living. [It adopted a 
Tow Manager plan, for government, and, while 
it was at it, it adopted one of the "strongest" 
Tow Manager plans in the Commonweal th. 

For several years the town progressed slowly 
Several industrial firms, attracted by the new 
outlook, those to locate here chief among 
them being the J. W. Greer Company, the Raffi & 
Swanson Company, the Unit Packet Company and a 
new firm - National Polychemicals. These firms 
had faith that the town would find itself. 

But Wilmington had yet to find itself. There 
was a degree of improvement, but the improve- 
ment was slow.

It wasn't until Joseph Courtney was appoint- 


ed Town Manager of Wilmington that the town be— 
gan to really progress. Mr. Courtney was the 
type of individual who was not only a master of 
the technical side of government, but one who 
had the imagination to go with that ability. 
lis appointment was the beginning of a revolu- 
tion in the Town of Wilmington.- 


Not everything that happened was due solely 


to this man. There were plenty of inspired peo- 
ple who now came forward to do the serious work 
of the town. The point is that Courtney provid- 
ed the stimulus for the thinking that followed. 
He was, in effect, the personal ratalyst, the 
professional expert. 


Within a few months there was to >» found in 


Wilmington a greatly enlarged outlook. The var- 
ious boards began to act in a more harmonious 
manner. They were being welded into a team 
which had more than politics as its goal. 
Theirs was the goal of gaving the very best, in 
Wilmington, that it was possible to have. 


But there were some very important ~ and 


very painful decisions to be made.’ The type of 
decision that faced the people of Wilmington is 
one that is often seen in textbooks on govern- 
ment - but rarely in practice. 


The decisions were taken in their stride - 


with the result that Wilmington became known as 
a text-book community, where things that should 
be done were done. 


First came the adoption of a new and modern 


Zoning By Law, after one and a half years of 
careful study. The people of the town were will 
ing to try the jdea, and voted money to hire 
expert outside assistance. 


The result was hailed by the Massachusetts 


Department of Commerce as the "model zoning 
law" - in fact, not much more than a year ago 
TIME magazine cited this zoning law as being an 
excellent example of forethought, in relation- 
ship to the Federal Interstate Highway system 
in the United States. 


But the Zoning Law was only a small part. 


The town voted to have a complete reappraisal 
of taxable property, which assured everyone of 
an equitable distribution of the tax burden, 
and, more than any other factor, assured in- 
coming industry that it would be treated fairly 
and in a strictly business like manner. 


In practically simultaneous moves, new 


health regulations, new housing regulations, a 
rigorous building sub-division code, a rejuve- 
nated road program and a massive long-range ex-— 
pansion of the water system were instituted. 
Plans for the eventual public sewerage were 
started. 


It wasn't easy.’ Many committees spent long 


hours at the job, and the Town Meetings were 
free with expressions of opinion. 


Wilmington wasn't only looking inwards. Its 


gaze was on the future - and it overlooked no- 
thing. It was out to stabilize itself, and no 
bets were being missed. 


In fact Wilmington became the most aggres- 


sive Town in Massachusetts for seizing Federal 
funds to support its planning and execution of 
new programs. 


One striking result, early in the game was 


the upgrading of Wilmington's Credit Rating by 
the Moody Investment Service. At just about the 
same time that this company was dropping the 
eredit rating of Massachusetts it raised the 
rating of Wilmington from A to AA - the first 
such favorable revision in several years in 
this state and one that was running contrary to 
the trend.- 


Another plus factor was the initiation of 


Urban Renewal, in Wilmington. It was the first 
town in the Commonwealth to establish its eli- 
gibility to particupate in what is a very com- 
plex and intricate Federal program, but Wil- 
mington earned its right to do so because the 
very rigorous overhauling of the past few years 
had complied with the requirements of the Fed- 
eral Government. 


It was at about this time that Aveo started 


its search, through special consultants who 
were directed to Wilmington and other towns by 
the Mass. Department of Commerce. 


Only a few people were aware of what was 


happening at that time. The secret was held 
tightly - not even the name of the company was 
revealed during the first few months, but e- 
ventually the Selectmen and a few others knew 
that Avco was interested in moving to Wilming- 
ton. 


Let it be noted that this was during a time 


of crisis, for the Town Manager plan was up for 
a referendum vote - to see if it should be 
retained. 


Before the final day of a bitter campaign 


there mustthave been many temptations to reveal 
the negotiations that were going on. One little 
himt would have been certain to change the at- 
tidue of many voters - but the Selectmen and 
others who knew demonstrated their integrity - 
and the town voted its confidence by retaining 
the Town Manager plan.

-Avco Qrporat- 
ion taday announced that its 
research laboratory in Everett 
Mass., has duplicated the in- 
terplanetary shock waves trav- 
eling in excess of 1,000,000 
miles per hour from the sun to 
the earth. These shock waves 
result from solar ‘flares,’ a 
particularly violent form of 
sun spot activity. 

Using an Avco 30-inch suock 
tube triggered by an electri- 
cal charge of 4 billion watts, 
the Avco-Everett Research 
«Laboratory was able to repro- 
duce for the first time thin 
shock waves which cause magne- 
tic storms around the earth 
and disturb radio and tele- 
phone communications. The

The announcement was made as 
the corporation prepared to 
dedicate an associated facil- 
ity, the vast new Avco Resear- 
ch Center at nearby Wilmington 
Mass. The Research Center is 
occupied by Avco-Everett’s 
sister division, the Research 
and Advanced Development Divis 
ion. The Research Center is 
concerned primarily with the 
design, development and test 
of ICBM nose cones and other 
space age problems. Siateen 


million dollars of corporate 
funds have been invested in 
this facility. 

The experiments at Avco- 
Everett were under the guid- 


itz is internationally known 
for his work in high-tempera- 
ture gas dynamics and shock 
tube technology. 

The Everett Laboratory has 
had the major responsibility 
for research on the re-entry 
heating problems of the inter- 
continental ballistic missiles 
Atlas, Titan and Minuteman. 
Data obtained by the Avco- 
Everett Research Laboratory 
was fed to contractors on the 
IRBM and ICBM re-entry pro- 
blems, resulting in the saving 
of months of time and millions 
of dollars in the nation's 
highest priority defense 
project. 

Joining Dr. Kantrowmtz in to- 
day’s announcement was Prof. 
Thomas Gold of Harvard and an 
Avco consultant. In 1953, aft- 
er hearing a lecture by Dr. 
Kantrowitz in Cambridge, Eng- 
land, Dr. Gold first advanced 
the possibility that inter- 
planetary shock waves exist. 
He pointed out that the gas 
thrown out by solar flares 


traveled the 100 million mile: 


distance to the earth, ‘squash 
ing’ the earth’ s magnetic 
field with great suddenness. 

However, this suddenness cou- 
ld not be explained by Physic- 
al principles then understood. 
Shock waves until then were 
known to depend upon the coll- 
ision of molecules or other 
particles of matter. There 
simply were not enough partic- 
les in space to support the 
energy transfer of a shock 


surrounding hydrogen ions and 
electrons. It was this ‘thin’ 
shock wave that was produced 
at the Avco-Everett Research 
Laboratory which confismed 
this theory. The shock wave is 
actually thinner than the 
‘mean free path’ of the parti- 
cles in the shock heated gas. 
The significance of this ex- 
perimental work lies in the 
clearer understanding of very 
high temperature (ionized) gas 
called ‘plasma,’ its nature 
and how to confine and direct 
it by magnetic fields. One and 
one-half million degree gas 
temperatures are obtained in 
the electric shock tube. \t 
this temperature, all known 
matter wuld vaporize instant- 
ly. In the apparatus, this 
ultra hot gas is confined with 
in a ‘magnetic wall.’ 

By using a rarefied mass of 
hydrogen, pushed by a magnetic 
field tightly confined in the 
shock tube on every side ex- 
cept one, velocities in excess 
of 1, 000,000 miles per hour 
were obtained. The 4 billion 
watt electrical impulse needed 
to achieve this wave is pro- 
duced in the laboratory by dis 
charge from powerful condens- 
ers in two millionths of a 
second. 

The electric shock tube which 
produced this thin, high-speed 
shock wave was developed by Dr 
Richard Patrick, an Avco Phy- 
sicist, expert in the young 
science of magnetohydrodynam- 
ics (MHD). Earlier experiments 


converging shock waves in de— 
uterium gas. Drs. G. Sargent 
Janes and Harry Petschek and 
Nelson Kemp, all physicists at 
the Laboratory, are widely 
known for their contributions 
to current understanding of 
MHD. Much of this research has 
been sponsored by the Air 
Force Office of Scientific Re- 
search in Cambridge, Mass.

HAGERTY WANTS TO FIGHT 
RAILROAD 70 SUPREME COURT 
Francis J. Hagerty, selectman 
of Wilmington, Wednesday morn- 
ing issued a public statement 
in which he indicated that he 
felt the Town of Wilmington 
should contest the order of 
the State Department of Public 
Utilities. 

Hagerty said that the decis- 
ion of the DPU, permitting the 
rerouting of the North Wil- 
mington line through the Wild- 
cat branch wuld be fought by 
the Selectmen all the way to 
the Supreme Qurt ‘if necess- 
ary’ 

The 32 trains a day, to be on 
the Wildcat Railroad will im- 
measurably harm our business 
district, in Wilmington Square 
Mr. Hagerty declared. We are 
preparing to completely re- 
develop this area, through Ur- 
ban Renewal, but the tie-up of 
traffic, because of the Main 
Street crossing of the Wildcat 
can ruin all this, he added. 
In addition to this Hagerty 
pointed out that hundreds of 
Wilmington residents would be 
forced to travel a mile or one 
and one half miles, to get to 
either the Wilmington depot, 
or the proposed new station on 
Salem Street. The new station 
on Salem Street might benefit 
people in South Tewksbury, but 
it will help only a shall part 
of our people, Hagerty stated. 
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FIRE DETECTION APPARATUS 

A surprise visit of the Fire 
Chief, Arthur Foudreau, to the 
Foard of Selectmen, Monday 
night left ruffled tempers on 
the part of all concerned -the 
Fire Chief, the Selectmen and 
Town Manager Cal abrese. 

The Chief, together with a 
Charles Jones, who was intro- 
duced as a salesman for the 
Minneapolis-Honeywell Oompany 
appeared at the door of the 
meeting room at about 8:40 pm 
and left 25 minutes later, af- 
ter several of those present 
had expressed sharp opinions. 
Boudreau opened the discus- 
sion by telling the Selectmen 
that he had learned to his sur 
prise, last Thursday that a 
device called the HOME PROTECT 
OR was being installed in the 
schools for fire alarm pur- 
poses. He related that he had 
checked this device, which is 
manufactured by Minneapolis 
NWoneywell, with the National 
Pire Protective Association, 
which is an organization which 
rates fire-prevention devices 
for insurance companies, and 
‘they laughed at me’. 

The device, according to the 
Chief was of no value. 

He then called the manufact- 
urer, and as a result Mr Jones 
came out. 

Jones told the Selectmen that 
Minneapolis loneywell had re- 
cently oearned that some of 
its distributors were selling 
the apparatus, and that he, 


Jones, had recently lost sev- 
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eral bi e of them in Wo- 
burn, to these distributors. lle 
was sclling another type of 
Minneapolis-Honeywell Fire De- 
tector, which he said was 
‘commercial’ as against the 
other type, which he labeled 
as a ‘home’ protector. 

The chief also charged that 
the apparatus was being placed 
in wrong places - it should be 
placed in closets he said and 
under stairwells. 

Black intercedes 
Selectman Charles flack in- 
terceded to ask ‘Ilas this been 
discussed with the Town Mana- 
ger?’ ‘Why are we getting into 
this?’ 

Chairman Kidder ‘ I don't 
know anything about it. I re- 
call that the Town Manager 
told us that the sprinklers 
would cost too much. lie (the 
Chief) asked us for a meeting. 
Two schools are finished, I 
understand, and five to go. 
The Fire Chief feels that 
these shouldn't go in. 
™ Calabrese: I made it clear 
to the board that these pro- 
tection devices were in addi- 
tion to the regular fire alarm 
that we are installing én all 
the schools, These are to give 
extra protection - they set up 
an alarm in the school - in no 
way are they superseding the 
regular devices. 

Somebody asked if it was a 
serious matter to add these 
devices 
Fire Chief: Serious? I don't 
know whether they will give us

merits or demerits. 

Jones: They are marketed by a 
different organization - they 
are not UL approved. Designed 
for home protection. 
spot we're in. IT have a com- 
mercial set that meets all re- 
quirements - I am just trying 
to explain. 

Jones had a sample with him, 
which he demonstrated. The 
sound of the bell was not too 
loud, but Jones also stated 
that he didn’t think the power 
was right. 

Calabrese: In the average 
school in Wilmington, if a 
fire starts, we have to wait 
until someone discovers it, 
before we ring in the alarm, 
These are being installed so 
as to give a few moments extra 

warning. 

All of our schools are to be 
equipped with the regular fire 
alarm systems - any objections 
to that? 

Jones: Will there be a regu- 
lar manual system? 

T™: Yes, and this is in ad- 
dition. I am asking you point 
blank if this does any harm! 

Jones: They (NFPA) say they 
would not like to see this in 
place gf something else. I 
don’t think there should be 
two fire alarm systems in a 
building - might confuse some- 
one. 

Chief: For this system the 
heat has to be 135 degrees -we 
should have the type where the 
alarm is sounded if the heat 
goes up 15 degrees in one min- 
ute. 

Jones: There are two differ- 
ent systems, one with an open 
circuit and one with a closed 


circuit. This is at a disad- 
vantage. For the amount of m- 
ney you should forget some of 
the schools and put in the 
commercial kind in two or 
three schools. 

TM: Will you get me a letter 
from your company? 

Black: For my money, if these 
are as bad as you say they are 
with the Minneapolis Honeywell 
label on them, I think .your 
company ought to compensate 
the town.

‘The board was fully cogni- 
zant that this was being done, 
and approved, but I am com- 
pletely confused in that I 
can’t believe that we awarded 
a contract without the head of 
a department being aware of it 
and didn’t know. He had to 
stumble on to it. To my way ow 
thinking this could have been 
prevented if there had been 
harmony between the Fire Chief 
and the Town Manager. 

Rut I think from what was 
said tonight that we ought to 
check into this. Minneapolis 
Honeywell is a big outfit, “and 
if they are taking this model 
out of the market - 

De Felice: I can’t understand 
how a salesman would slam his 
own company. 

Hagerty: My interpretation 
was that he was defending it.
